a. Source , vho is a member of the Oesterre lchische Volks Fartei 
(Austrian Peoples Party) (OeVP) and chairman of that party’s cirll serrants’ 
organisation in Voecklabruck, stated that the only tiao ha has aver had personal 
contact with SUBJECT was when HBlffTHALSB came to Source’s office in 1953® 
shortly after haring been granted asms sty by Austria's ?Cdaral President. 

After the end of Vorld War II, in >‘ay 1945, SUBJECT was interned in prison 
oanpc in both Austria and Germany and was tried for war crimes before the Allied 
Var Crimes Tribunal in Busrnberg, Germany. After haring been released by this 
tribunal, kElsraiALRa. went through a series of trial* before the Austrian 
People's Courts in Vienna, Austria, and Lins, Pistriot Linz, Land Upper Austria. 
Source does not know when and where SUBJECT was interned, the exact dates of 
any of his trials, or the outcome of any of the trials, S oura o stated that 
there is no record with the Sieherheitareferat la Voeckl&bruek concerning theca 
factors , but that SUBJECT wa® released from internment in 1952 and received 
hie final wanes ty in 1953*

Land Upper Austria. wSo owns a gasthaus. was interriewed 
"in hit home at hcos 8, Seewiichen, concerning SUBJECT, Source, who is a member 
of the YGU and has known SUBJECT since approximately 1930, Stated the following 
in substance : 

SUBJECT is a forest engineer by profession, though in recent years 
he las concerned himself primarily with his two (2) forms at Mushlbach 6, 
Attersee, District Voecklabrock, and Kettaach, District Hied, Land Upper 
Austria, SUBJECT was employed by the Wildbachrerbaucuag (Upper Austria Land 
Commission for the Escalation of Hood Waters) until approximately 193 k, at 
which time he was released because he had bean a menber of ths S3 HAP, The 
RS2A? at this time had been outlawed by the Austro-fasolst gov a n s u ent under the 
federal Chancellor Dollfuea. In 1934, SUBJECT was interned in the Austrian 
concentration camp at Wosllsrsdorf near Ylonna, Austria, SUBJECT was interned 
for but a short period of time. Be had ala lined illegal arrest and intense ant 
without trial, and therefore he was released. In 1938, a Kazi go ver n ment wan 
sleeted in Austria and SUBJECT was appointed Minister of Agriculture and 
forestry. With ths annexation of Austria in 1938, SUBJECT was appointed to 
the position of Undar-Secrotary of State within the German Hasi government la 
. Berlin, Germany, SUBJECT remained in this position until the capitulation of 
the Third German Keiah at ?»hlch time he was arrested by the Allied forces and 
tried by the Allied War Crimes Court in Soarnberg, Germany, In addition to 
this, SUBJECT was tried for war crimes before the Austrian People's Court in 
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Vienna, and Lina, H sir lot Lias, Land Upper Austria. 3a wt released in 1951, 
and In 1953* ®anast? ®a finally grmted hia by the Austrian Federal President. 
Since that tine, SUBJECT has consented Massif onee again with his fhms in 
Nott&ach and Kuahlbaoh and la addition has remained politically impartial. On 
several occasions, SUBJECT has been approached by neebers and functionaries of

CSB, who resides at Attereee 33, ' district Yoeoklahanick^ KsOippesr 
Austria, and ia & retired president of the Austrian Federal Courts, was inter- 
viewed concerning SUBJECT. Source, who is the ehalman of the YdU la the 
Attersee area, stated substantially os follows: 

a. Source has known SUBJECT since .early 193^, at vhioh time Bourse, 
being chairman of the Suprese Austrian Federal Court, had the occasion of 
receiving a complaint filed by SUBJECT against Ms illegal arrest by the Austrian 
Secret State Police. At the time, SUBJECT had Just been released from intera- 
Koat in Voellersdorf , ths Austrian concentration ran ? near Vienna, Austria, aid 
hie complaint was against ths method of arrest and interaessnt without trial. 
Acoordlng to Austrian law, SUBJECT was correct in Me complaint and accordingly 

** 11 records of this arrest and subsequent internment were ordered te -bo r®»ov®& - 
from all files. 

b, Froa that tine until early 1933, Source had no contact with 
SUBJECT, In February 1930, SUBJECT was cade Federal Minister of Agriculture 
and Forestry under the Saai (tovanwsent in Austria established by the Austrian 
Canaan annexation of Austria on 13 Kar 1933, at which ties SUBJECT was cede 
Under-Secretary of State in the Nasi Government. Simultaneously, SUBJECT received 
honorary ranks in both the S3 (Sohuts StaffSl) (Body Guards) and Sa (Stum 
Abteilung) (Storm Troopers), SUBJECT ramined in thin position until the end 

of World War II.
